Woman. 


Among »the new conditions that are 


confrontiB« women today is the ques- 
tion of what to do when the business 
career is over. The business woman 
who has Bared* enough to live on 
baa of course, no such problem. But 
she Is in the minority. Thousands 
of business women fra*e not been 
able to save enough to retire upon, 
yet the time has come 
must yield their positions to the 
yoanger generation. 
Employers es- 


pecially In stores, where thousands 
of women hold positions, do not care 
for a woman employe after she has 
weed a certain age. It is as dlffl- 
iunfor her to obtain a position 
•fur she is adranced in years as it 
Isto hold the one she has. Whs'- 
then shall she do? 
Tbis condition i« becoming one 01 


the serious problems of the day. 
Many of the societies formed tor 
helping working women have app»- 
Tatlons for advice as to what to Jo 
from hundreds of middle-aged wom- 
en who can no longer secure posi- 
tions because of .their age, but who 
have not saT*d enough to live on 
for the rest of their lives. Many do 
not want to sit idle even if they 
could 
Thay are healthy, active 


women and they still want an in- 
tereat in the world's work, 
To the woman who loves country 


life the 
"back-to-the-farm 
move- 


ment" offers an opening to still earn 
tor living and to do it in an inde- 
pendent fashion, a factor that ap- 
peals to many. 
This "back-to-the- 


farm movement" is so well organ- 
ized and managed that even a wom- 
an inexperienced in the requirements 
of country life can take advantage 
of It. 
The plan is sponsored by well- 


known people of the country, and at 
tbe meeting to formulate plans, such 
prominent people as Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson, W. J. Bryan. 
Jacob Riis, B. F. Yoakum, Lyman 
Abbott, Jane Addams, Joseph 
W. 


Folk and others of equal prominence 
took part 
The Idea la to locate colonies on 


farms in Texas, Missouri, Ala- 


bama and other states where land is 
cheap and fertile. Each farmer will 
be allotted forty acres; a home will 
be erect. 1 for him and fences, uten- 
sils and live stock furnished. Thirty- 
two of these forty-acre farms will 
Constitute a colony. 


Each colony will include a central 


farm, presided over by an expert 
agriculturist, who will oversee the 
work on the farms, the proper rota- 
tion of tbe crops, etc. Tenants will 
be gi,ven ample time to pay for their 
farms, and theis profits have been 
figured out as averaging $3,500 a 
year. 


Each colony will have a school 


where scientific farming 
will 
be 


taught in addition to the usual cur- 
riculum. 


Entertainments will be provided 


for the colonists, so that farm life 
will lose the monotony that is now 
largely responsible for the rush u» 
the cities. 


Applications for farms will be 


passed on by a committee appointed 
for that purpooe. The plan is maJe 
up of the best features of similar 
plans that have worked out success- 
fully in Europe.

farm life that is such a deterrent to 
country living to many. And there 
need be none of the hardships that 
have been such a drawback in the 
past to farm life.

How to Keep Cut Flowers. 


Choose flowers that are not quite 


fully out and cut them early in the 
morning with long stems. 
Arrange 


them not too close together in a vase 
deep enough to immerse two-thirds of 
the steins. By previously putting some 
pieces of charcoal in the vase the 
water can be kept sweet, but in any 
case it should be changed every five or 
sis: days. 
Keep the vase always full 


of water. Keep the flowers In a cool 
but not too drafty place. Certain flow- 
ers do much better if a small portion 
of the stem is cut off. especially if 
they have been carried a long way. 
and a certain number are better for 
slicing the stems up so ns to let them 
absorb the v/ater n;ore easily.
